I. VARICOCELE TREATED BY M. VIDAL’S METHOD. 
Under the care of J. E. Ertcusen, Esq. 

[From his Case-Book.] 
James J., aged 32, a labourer, was admitted under Mr. Erich- 
sen’s care on August 12th, for varicocele. He had suffered for 
twelve months from pains in the back, and found relief from 
cupping. He had had gonorrhea. Three months ago, he felt 
an aching pain in the left testicle, and the veins were then 
found to be much enlarged. He had since found some relief 
from keeping the scrotum supported, so as to be able to go 
about with little inconvenience ; but whenever the support was 
withdrawn, he felt a severe sense of fulness, with very great 
pain extending from the loins downwards. 

On examination, a tumour, with the knotty feeling charac- 
teristic of enlarged veins, was found on the left testicle, with its 
base downwards, and its apex extending towards the inguinal 
region. It diminished in size when he Jay down. 

Mr. Erichsen proceeded forthwith to operate, after the 
method recommended by Vidal. This is thus described by M. 
Guerin. A silver wire, in a straight needle, is passed across the 
skin of the scrotum, behind the distended veins, and another in 
front; and their ends are twisted together, so as to make of the 
two a single cord. During this movement of torsion, the veins 
get finally entangled around the wires, so as to be pressed upon 
at several points. A piece of bandage, rolled up, is then laid 
upon the skin of the scrotum, between the two ends of the 
wire ; and they are twisted upon it, so as to produce an amount 
of strangulation proportioned to the tightness with which they 
are twisted. The constriction is augmented gradually every 
day, till the skin is at length divided. (Guérin, Elem. de Chir. 
Opératoire. Paris: 1855. P.514.) In practice, a perforated 
pin is used, instead of the anterior wire ; and the silver thread 
is tightened by twisting this. The instrument can be obtained 
at most of the best shops. 

The tension was increased by twisting up the pin daily till 
August 2lst, when the irritation so produced caused severe pain 
extending up towards the inguinal region, tenderness of the 
abdomen, full pulse, and severe headache. As the wire seemed 
now to have done its work, it was withdrawn. 

The patient was kept in the house for ten daya longer, and 
was then discharged, the tumour having disappeared. 





II. VARICOCELE TREATED BY M. VIDAL’S METHOD. 
Under the care of R. Quatn, Esq. 
[From Notes by W. L. Winrernotuam, Esq] 


Geo. B., aged 20, was admitted on August 23rd, under the 
care of Mr. Quain. He had had an attack of gonorrhea about 
Christmas, which was followed by orchitis, aggravated by a 
blow, and by abscess in the neighbourhood of the testicle. He 
had also had syphilis, both primary and secondary. He applied 
for relief on account of aching pains in the limbs and head, 
having no idea that the scrotal veins were enlarged. 

On admission, a large mass of varicose veins was found 
around the left scrotal cord, almost entirely surrounding it. 
There was an excoriated sore on the scrotum, and a large patch 
of dry mucous tubercle over the pubes. The patient com- 
plained of a good deal of dragging pain when he stood up, and 
the veins then became very prominent. 





The testicle was supported by means of a T bandage, and the 
secondary symptoms treated in the appropriate manner, when, 
on September 8th, he was judged sufficiently well to be operated 
on. ‘The operation was performed by Mr. Marshall, after the 
method of Vidal. Un the next day, the scrotum was rather 
swollen; and on the 11th, it is noted that the needle was 
causing some amount of irritation: it was accordingly withdrawn 
on the 13th, at which time there was a great deal of swelling in 
the veins and cellular tissue of the scrotum; but the testicle 
itself was unaffected. The swelling remained almost stationary 
for some time, but without any prominent symptoms. It de- 
creased gradually, under the use of discutient lotions and hot 
poultices; and on October Ist, it is noticed that it was almost 
gone. 

Remarks. The advantage of this method, besides its easy 
application, is, that the veins are obliterated by the previous 
pressure before being cut through by the wire, and thus the 
risk of phlebitis is obviated. A similar plan has been used 
in this Hospital by Mr. H. Thompson, in the treatment of 
varicose veins of the leg; and with good results. 





ST. BARTHOLOMEW’S HOSPITAL. 
EXTRAVASATION OF URINE. 
Under the care of Hotmes Coote, Esq. 


ALEXANDER NELson, aged 8, was admitted into St. Bartho- 
lomew’s Hospital, under the care of Mr. Coote, on April 24th, 
1858, on account of extravasation of urine, of thirty hours 
duration, without assignable cause. The scrotum was dis- 
tended, and in parts inclined to mortify. The extravasation 
involved the perineum and lower part of the abdomen. 

Mr. Coote made free incisions into the scrotum. A grooved 
staff passed freely into the bladder. An incision, as in the 
lateral operation of lithotomy, was made, A knife was carried 
through the prostate, when about half an ounce of turbid urine 
escaped at one gush from the bladder. The boy had some 
brandy and other stimulants. He recovered without a bad 
symptom, and was discharged well on June 28th. He has 
since applied for relief from a slight stricture of the urethra. 

Remarks. In a recent number, we quoted a case, also 
under Mr. Coote’s care, in which the above practice—of cutting 
into the bladder on account of extravasation of urine—was fol- 
lowed, but without success. We are therefore the more 
pleased to be able to record this instance of the complete suc- 
cess of the practice. Its rationale is based on the necessity for 
making an opening into the urethra which shall be in a favour- 
able position, in respect to the external wound, for the ready 
and complete evacuation of the urine, and which shall be be- 
hind the point at which the urethra has given way; so that no 
fresh effusion may find its way into the sloughing cellular 
tissue of the perineum. When the point at which the urethra 
has given way is known, and that tube can be reached behind 
this point by an incision in the median line, whether of the 
scrotum or perineum, such treatment will be probably the best, 
and will fulfil the above indications; but when, as here, the situ- 
ation of the lesion is unknown, or is too far back to be ac- 
cessible, or when the urethra cannot be recognised behind the 
perforation, it will probably be found best to do the radical 
operation at once, as in the above case—a proceeding which adds 
little to the risks of the serious operation which has become 
necessary, while it ensures that great point, the quiet of the 
diseased parts. It aims, in fact, in this latter respect, at the 
same end as Mr. Cock’s proposal of opening the bladder from 
the rectum ; but is more applicable than that plan to cases in 
which the stricture has given way, since it also fulfils the in- 
dications for incising the perineum. 

The above case was also remarkable on account of the tender 
age of the patient, and the absence of a history of injury or 
abscess; to one of which causes, nevertheless, it seems almost 
necessary to refer the extravasation. 
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LIVERPOOL ROYAL INFIRMARY. 
ACUTE RHEUMATISM.

Wu. HitcHrie_p, aged 34, was admitted, with rheumatic fever, 
on October 7th. The pain in his joints was severe, and the 
perspiration excessive, but not very odorous. Lime-juice was 
freely administered, but without any marked effect. For the 
next fortnight, the sweating was most profuse, and accom- 
panied by large numbers of sudamina; the heart was unaf- 
fected. As no change was apparent, the treatment was changed 
on October 21st, and twenty minims of the tincture of sesqui- 
chloride of iron given three times a day; improvement was 
manifest in twenty-four hours; the pain and sweating were 
decidedly diminished; and in four days the skin was natural, 
and the pains materially abated. On the 28th, the rheumatic 
attack was over; and, though much weakness remained, he 
was able to get up on October 31st. 

Remarks. This case illustrates many points:—1. It corro- 
borates what I have before noticed, that those cases of acute 
rheumatism are the worst in which the perspiration is most 
profuse. 2. It is the first in which I have known lime-juice 
to fail. (I must note, however, that I had a similar case some 
years ago at the Northern Hospital, where I administered 
lime-juice for three weeks before it effected any apparent 
change.) 3. It shows that great improvement may occur with 
a diminution of the perspiration; and, consequently, that the 
cutaneous secretion is not an eliminative effort of nature, 
which we ought necessarily to encourage. 4. Coupling toge- 
ther the facts, that in acute rheumatism the blood is as poor 
in globules and as rich in fibrine as it is in consumption, 
Bright’s disease, and anemia; that the cases in which the 
fever is the worst, are those in whom there is some hereditary 
or acquired constitutional debility; that the intensity of the 
disease is augmented and the complications increased by vene- 
section, salivation, and purgation; and that such debilitating 
treatment prolongs convalescence, if it do not actually prevent 
it; must we not conclude that the sweating in this disease is 
more analogous to that in consumption and ague than it is to 
anything else? 5. Referring to a preceding paper of mine in 
the JournaL upon the influence of vitality on the secretions, 
may we not ask whether the well known sour smell of rheu- 
matic sweating is not due to its rapid decomposition after it 
has become external to the skin; and consequently, that it is 
no more proof of the elimination of lactic acid, etc., than an 
ammoniacal smell from the bed-pan is a proof that the kidney 
and bowels are eliminating ammonia from the system? I cer- 
tainly can recall instances in which the perspiration has smelt 
rheumatic, when the sole complaint was debility, and con- 
versely, I have known many cases of mild rheumatic fever 
where the perspiration did not smell sour.

DIPHTHEu«IA, AFFECTING THE THROAT, AND 
TO A SLIGHT EXTENT THE AIR-PASSAGES ; 
PARALYSIS: RECOVERY.

Mr. A. B., aged 21, strong, usually very healthy, had lately 
been working at mechanical engineering. For the last few 
weeks he had been exerting himself greatly in mounting en- 
gines, sometimes working all night, at a place which is situated 
upon a damp clay soil. Four months ago, he had a slight 
attack of erysipelas of the head, neck, and shoulders; but since 
then has been quite well until February 20th. At this time, the 

weather was close, misty, and rainy, with but little wind. 

February 20th. In the evening, he began to complain of 
sore-throat; and next day, the throat being much swollen and 
very painful, he left the works, and went to Manchester, where 
he consulted my father. He found the fauces very much 
swollen and inflamed; thought a quinsy was threatening; and 
ordered five leeches, which were applied that evening, after the 
patient’s arrival at home, whither he went at once. 

February 22nd—third day. In the evening, I was hurriedly 
sent for, and saw him at 6.15 p.m. He had not slept the pre- 
vious night, and had been left alone all day. The leeches had 
bled freely ; but the neck and face were very much swollen, 
and excessively tender behind the jaws. His face was much 
flushed, with a heavy, oppressed aspect ; he breathed thickly ; 
and spoke in a hoarse whisper, but, when requested to do so, 
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could give tone to his voice. His skin was bathed in perspira- 
tion. Pulse soft, compressible, 92. The tongue was very foul, 
and covered with a brownish fur. His bowels had been freely 
moved by a purge in the morning. The interior of the mouth 
was dark and congested, but not livid, except at the back of the 
pharynx. The left half of the back part of the mouth was 
much swollen, and projected forwards: it was covered with a 
greyish exudation, uneven in thickness, and semitransparent 
in parts, well defined superiorly, about the junction of the 
hard with the soft palate; inferiorly, having no well defined 
outline, but thin and straggling down into the pharynx. The 
right side of the mouth was not swollen, and exhibited no 
trace of membrane. I at once dissolved about two scruples of 
nitrate of silver in two drachms of water, and applied it freely 
with lint all round and over the exudation, and ordered the 
following :— 

F Potasse chloratis 3j; infusi cinchone §$viiss; tinctur. 
cinch. 3ss. M, Fiat mistura cujus sumat 3j 4tis horis. 

F Liquoris sode chlorinate %j; sode biborat. 3j; aque 
Zvij. M. Fiat gargarisma. To be used frequently. 

ll p.m. There was no appearance of spreading superiorly, 
but suspicious patches of exudation were straggling down- 
wards into the pharynx. The mouth was retouched with the 
caustic solution. 

Feb. 23rd—fourth day. 9 am. He slept a little the first 
part of the night, but not afterwards. He drank freely of 
white wine whey, and a small cupful of beef-tea. The swelling 
of the throat was much the same. The large surface, touched 
with nitrate of silver, seemed to be pushed up from behind by 
further exudation from the mucous membrane. With the 
blunt ends of dressing scissors, I detached the membrane to a 
great extent, and then with the scissors severed the upper part 
from the rest, which adhered more closely. The surface of 
the mucous membrane beneath was unbroken, glistening, dark, 
and congested. The exudation detached was hardened and 
white on the surface upon which the caustic had acted, but 
beneath it was semitransparent and gelatinous. Under the 
microscope, it appeared to be composed of unorganised ex- 
udation, seemingly fibrous, with exudation-corpuscles, mostly 
nucleated, scattered sparsely amongst it, and many minute 
granules. There was no trace of mycelium, or vegetable 
formation of any kind. 

6 p.m. He seemed better in the day, and had less pain. 
He had taken nourishment weil (beef-tea, and eggs beaten up 
with wine and milk, or tea) every four hours. That part of 
the throat from which the membrane was separated this 
morning was quite clear of exudation, but congested. The re- 
mainder of the exudation was looking more detached. I was 
able with polypus-forceps to seize and bring away nearly the 
whole in one piece, without violence—altogether about the 
size of a crown-piece, about one-fourth of an inch thick at the 
upper part, thin below. Other small portions near the poste- 
rior molar teeth, and on the uvula, were also removed. ‘There 
was very slight bleeding from the lower part of the surface, 
from which the lower fragment had been detached. I touched 
the whole surface with tincture of sesquichloride of iron, and 
ordered hot sponges to be applied to the exterior of the throat 
until redness was produced. 

R Quine disulphatis gr. xvj ; acidi nitrici diluti 3j; acidi 
hydrochlorici diluti 3 ij; syrup. aurant. ss; inf. aurant. 
ad Oss. M. Fiat mistura. Two tablespoonfuls every 
four hours. 

Feb. 24th—fifth day. He passed a bad night, with but little 
sleep; and seemed depressed. He spoke very thickly, but not 
hoarsely. He had no headache. Pulse 92. The bowels were 
not open. The tongue was very foul. The urine was said to 
be thick, high coloured; it was not preserved. There was 
more general swelling about the throat, but no edema. The 
greater part of the surface from which the exudation was de- 
tached was still clear, but dusky red. About the centre or 
lower part, from which there was slight bleeding yesterday, was 
an irregular yellow exudation (slough?). The right side of 
the mouth and uvula was much more swollen, and dusky red, 
filling up the back of the mouth so that there was no seeing 
the pharynx. Over the end of the uvula, and on the left side, 
were irregular patches of yellowish exudation, unequal in 
thickness, semitransparent in parts, and probably extending 
into the pharynx. With the polypus-forceps I removed several 
of the patches, and applied solution of nitrate of silver to the 
surface. He was ordered to continue wine and nourishment 
ad libitum every four hours. The medicine and gargle were 
repeated, and half an ounce of castor oil was given. With the 
microscope I examined the patches of membrane, no caustic 
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having been applied to it. It was slightly different from that 
examined before, still having apparently a basis of fibrous ex- 
udation, with many masses of epithelium ; but the corpuscles 
were much more abundant, and varying in size, very few being 
nucleated. 

5 p.m. He seemed brighter; had no headache. The skin 
was cool. Pulse 88. His tongue was cleaner. The bowels 
had been well opened by the castor oil. His speech was very 
thick, but, when the voice was exerted, still clear. No fresh 
patches of exudation were to be observed, but some portions 
were still to be seen between the uvula and tonsils. The 
swelling was so great as to prevent any view of the pharynx. 
A quantity of black tenacious mucus was adherent to the roof 
of the mouth, and in the nose. When this was removed, the 
membrane beneath was healthy looking. He was ordered a 
drachm of powder of yellow bark, with brandy and milk, every 
eight hours, alternately with the quinine mixture. 

Feb. 26th=sixth day. 1 a.m. There was slight extension 
of the patches, which were visible. Solution of nitrate of silver 
was again used. 

9 am. He had been slightly rambling in the night, and 
complained much of pain in the throat, extending into the 
ears, especially the left. ‘There was less swelling of the throat, 
and no apparent extension of the exudation; but one large 
patch on the left side of the velum palati, being evidently 
loosened, was removed gently. The surface of the mucous 
membrane beneath seemed tender and granular, and bled a 
little. The bowels had not been again moved. Pulse 68, 
weak, compressible. The medicine was continued, and he was 
ordered to take five grains of Dover’s powder at bedtime. 

Feb. 26th—seventh day. 9 a.m. He slept badly. The 
swelling of the throat was rather less. On the velum palati, 
on the same spot where the patch was removed yesterday, 
another had appeared. The enlarged uvula and tonsils still 
hid the pharynx ; but extending downwards and backwards on 
the left side was a patch of sloughy yellow matter, which 
seemed to come from a depression (ulceration?) of the surface. 
The cinchona powder made him sick this morning. The 
bowels were not open. Pulse 72. I touched the throat with 
dilute nitromuriatic acid, and ordered a soap enema, and the 
cinchona to be omitted. Quinine mixture was ordered every 
four hours, with nourishment. 

5 p.m. The enema operated, and brought away a dark 
coloured lumpy motion. His urine was in good quantity. He 
was ordered to take five grains of Dover's powder at bedtime. 

Feb. 27th—eighth day. He looked clearer and brighter 
again, but said he felt very weak. He slept much better, but 
his head ached a little. He had been taking plenty of nou- 
rishment during the day and night, but complained that the 
wine caused intense pain in the ears, and that, unless he held 
his nose whilst drinking, the fluids returned through it. He 
brought away large quantities of thick muco-purulent matter 
through the nose. The bowels were not open. Pulse 76. 
The external swelling was still diminishing, and internally also 
it was less; but the pharynx and the back of the uvula, as far 
as could be seen, were covered with a mass of yellow matter, 
which had probably been hidden from view before. The solution 
of nitrate of silver was applied very freely with a sponge, exciting 
violent retching and coughing, which cleared away large 
quantities of yellow muco-pnrulent matter, which was similar 
to that which he had been parting with through the nose; and 
also several large irregular patches of exudation, one-fourth of 
an inch thick, similar in appearance to that which was removed 
at the very commencement, but with a little speckling of blood 
on the side which was adherent to the mucous membrane. It 
was evident that the disease had been spreading unseen into 
the pharynx. The quinine mixture was omitted; the cinchona 
mixture was repeated ; and he was ordered to take eight grains 
of Dover's powder. 

Ke Aluminis 3 iss; tinct. capsici 5j; infusi rose ad Zviij. 

M. Fiat gargarisma. 
He was ordered to inhale creasote vapour (four minims on hot 
water). 

1l p.m. He got up for an hour in the evening, and felt 
rather relieved. The removal of the yellow matter now dis- 
played the left tonsil slightly excavated by ulceration. 

Feb. 28th—ninth day. He looked brighter; slept better. 
His head ached a little. The external swelling was still 
diminishing. His bowels had not been open till after a soap 
enema; the motions were similar to the last, but more 
offensive. The ulcer on the left tonsil was cleaner, but ragged 
and excavated. 

March lst—tenth day. lam. Pulse 60, full, The small 





patch of matter before mentioned, on the velum palati, still re- 
mained, but seemed to be separating. Two ounces of decoction 
of matico were added to the gargle. 

9 a.m. There was general slight improvement in the aspect. 
The bowels were open in the morning with soap enema. Pulse 
76, full. The ulcer in the throat looked rather cleaner, but 
much excavated. He brought away yellow mucus from the 
nostrils, as before, but rather tinged with blood. His urine 
was scanty, loaded with lithates, acid, highly albuminous, and 
contained numerous casts of uriniferous tubes and oval or cir- 
cular epithelium, with amorphous lithates. The medicine and 
Dover's powder were repeated. 

March 2nd—eleventh day. There was more decided im- 
provement in the general aspect. The ulcer on the left tonsil 
was cleaner, but large and ragged. There was less swelling of 
the throat; the mucous membrane had a healthier appearance, 
not so congested. No ulceration or exudation could be seen 
on the right side. His bowels were not open; the tongue was 
cleaner ; pulse 76. He slept well. He had two irregular cuts 
on the right hand when the illness commenced ; these had not 
shown any tendency to heal, and now looked sloughy; they 
were being poulticed with linseed. 

K Aluminis 3 iss ; tincture capsici 3j; decocti matico Oss. 

M. Fiat gargarisma. To be used every four hours. 
He continues to use the creasote inhalation, with relief. 

March 10th—nineteenth day. He continued in much the 
same state until the present date, gradually improving in 
general appearance, and able to leave hisroom. The ulcer, 
although sometimes looking better, did not heal (black wash 
was daily used to it). Moreover, when a glimpse could be ob- 
tained of the back of the uvula, ulceration was evidently going 
on behind, as well as in front of the vellum. To-day,a perfora- 
tion was observed just above the left anterior pillar of the 
fauces. The urine had been regularly examined every other 
day ; it was always albuminous, and loaded with lithates; one 
day displaying, under the microscope, crystals—acicular quad- 
rangular prisms; on other two days containing both large and 
small casts of tubes. 

R Tannin. 3j; tinct. myrrhe 5ij ; infusi rose ad Zviij. M. 

Fiat gargarisma. To be used occasionally. 

March 1lth—twentieth day. The ulcer had eaten com- 
pletely through the anterior pillars. He did not swallow 
readily; the food lodged behind the velum, and was often 
coughed or hawked back again. 

K Tinct. ferri sesquichlor. 5iiss; syr. aurant. %ss; inf. 
gentian. co. ad Oss. M. Fiat mistura. One ounce to 
be taken every four hours. 

March 16th—twenty-fifth day. The ulcer continued obsti- 
nate, but, on the whole, there was a general improvement. He 
could now swallow solids better, but the food was still some- 
times coughed or retched back again. When the surface of the 
throat was touched in applying anything, it seemed rather 
callous and insensible. The albumen in the urine had been 
gradually diminishing since the last date, and was now absent. 

March 26th. He began to complain of numbness in his 
tongue, which felt large and foreign to the mouth. The sense 
of taste was impaired. The ulcer was still healing. He did 
not seem to gain strength. It took him an hour and a half to 
eat dinner. I ordered moderate Faradisation to the muscles 
of the neck. 

March 27th. After the use of the galvanic apparatus, he felt 
very faint for a short time. I ordered— 

R Tinct. ferri sesquichlor. 5ij; syrup. zingiber. 3ss ; infusi 

nucis vomice Ziij; inf. gentiane comp. ad Sviij. M. 
Fiat mistura cujus sumat 3j ter die. 
The numbness gradually spread from the tongue into the lips, 
cheeks, neck, sides of the head; and on 

March 28th, he felt tingling in the tips of the fingers, which 
changed to numbness, spreading up both arms above the el- 
bows. There was also loss of power of grasping. 

March 29th. In addition to the above medicine, a blister 
was applied to the nape of the neck, and one-sixteenth of a 
grain of strychnia sprinkled upon the raw surface. The gal- 
vanism was discontinued. 

March 30th. One-eighth of a grain of strychnia was sprinkled 
upon the blister; this caused the formation of a thin white 
slough, which could readily be raised from the sore, leaving a 
dark red surface. The use of strychnia endermically was 
therefore discontinued ; and in a few days, with simple water 
dressing, the blister healed. In the medicine, the infusion of 
nux vomica was omitted, and a grain of strychnia was substi- 
tuted; the dose then was gradually raised from one-sixteenth 
to one-eighth of a grain four times a day.

He improved in general appearance, but gradually lost 
voluntary musc’ energy all over the body. For three or 
four weeks, commencing about the middle of April, his sight 
(ordinarily perfect) was affected to an extent which prevented 
him from reading anything but large print, and he became so 
deaf that he was unable to join in ordinary conversation. 
Early in May, he went to the seaside, but continued to get more 
feeble, and frequently fell down in walking across the room, 
and was then unable to rise without assistance. After staying 
at the seaside a fortnight without benefit, and no twitching or 
other effects being produced by the strychnia, the dose of this 
medicine was increased from one-eighth of a grain four times 
to one-fourth of a grain three times aday. After the fourth 
dose, he was suddenly seized with violent tetanic convulsions ; 
and his own account of his sensations is so graphic, that I give 
it here :—“ Ten minutes after taking a dose of the medicine, I 
experienced a sense of much swelling about the face, followed 
instantly by sharp twitchings of the lips and distortion of the 
countenance. Tears followed involuntarily, but certainly they 
were not the effect of pain. After this, and two minutes after 
the first symptoms, followed a succession of violent fits of 
twitching, producing the most excruciating pain, making me 
during each fit, and for a few minutes after, speechless. The 
first fit lasted three or four minutes, and was followed by an 
interval of the same length of time. Each succeeding fit was 
of the same severity, but was shorter in duration than the one 
before it, and was followed by a longer interval of partial relief. 
Intense pain lasted three hours; and in twelve hours I was 
comparatively easy, though in my feet I was conscious of the 
effect for forty-eight hours. The pain during the fit was com- 
parable to the lifting of the flesh from every bone. During the 
intervals, it was much like the effort of the limb to swell when 
tightly made up with bandages. The activity of the brain, even 
while I was speechless, was very remarkable. Up to the time 
of this attack, the medicine, though it had been taken a long 
time, had not produced the slightest effect.” 

A week after the tetanic seizure, he began to improve; no 
medical treatment, except sea-bathing, being employed ; and he 
continued steadily to gain power in his muscles. He is now 
(July 30th) in vigorous health, and can walk several miles. 

Throughout the illness he displayed a remarkable courage 
and power of endurance (pluck) ; and to this, together with the 
admirable nursing and feeding he got, his recovery may be ia 
great measure ascribed.

There were at nine months, 25 cases; at eight months, 8; 





and at seven months, 20. There were 26 males and 27 
females. The presentations were—natural, 32; lower extre- 
mities, 16; arm, 1; cord, 2; placenta, 1; face, 1. 

It would appear that seven months’ children are more fre- 
quent than eight months’. The preponderance of preterna- 
tural presentations in premature children, is in accordance 
with universal experience.

The length varied frum fifty-five to six inches. All were 
harmless deviations, with the exception of the cases of pro- 
lapsus, before considered. The diseased cases, where the 
cord was much thickened, were from syphilis. The ruptures 
occurred from sudden delivery while standing. There was no 
injury either to the mother or child. The knots occurred 
where there was no unusual length of cord, or quantity of 
liquor amnii, There were six single and one double knots. 


The Placenta. I regret to have nothing to say about the 
diseases of the placenta, further than it was in that state 
usually called fatty, and with masses of blood, in a more or 
less advanced stage of transformation. It was obliged to be 
removed in five cases; it was battledore-shaped in seventeen, 
and putrid in one case. 

Of the five cases of removal, three occurred in the first year 
of recorded practice. In all, save one, the child was born 
before I arrived ; and in two the fingers were sufficient for its 
removal. In the great majority of cases, irregular contraction 
at the fundus uteri is the cause of its retention; and the 
proper management of the uterus, after the birth of the child, 
is the preventive remedy. 

There is no case of adhesion of the placenta. In the earlier 
years of my unrecorded practice, notwithstanding the cautious 
hints of my much respected teacher, Dr. Robert Lee, of its 
rarity, I was meeting with this deviation rather frequently 
than otherwise, and congratulated myself on my good fortune 
in meeting with, and my dexterity in overcoming, suth unu- 
sual difficulties. A few more years experience, however, and a 
more careful attention to the management of the placenta, 
first compelled me to doubt, and then utterly reject, my former 
conclusion. I now must agree with what Dr. Lee then taught: 
“T never met with a clear unequivocal case of morbid adhe- 
sion.” 

These cases are usually described as contractions of the 
uterus, with morbid adhesion of the placenta. How can such 
a combination exist? Looking at the large surface which the 
placenta occupies in the fully distended uterus, it would appear 
to be impossible for contraction to oecur, without at the same 
time separating the attached placenta. We may conclude, 
therefore, that if there be contraction, there cannot be adhe- 
sion; ard if there be adhesion, there cannot be contraction. 
Also, the membrana decidua is not liable to adhesion. 

I am fully aware of the deceitful feeling communicated to 
the fingers in getting away a placenta from a contracted 
fundus. In such cases, the evidence of the fingers is to be 
more than doubted—it is to be disbelieved. 

I do not mean to deny that morbid adhesion may not occa- 
sionally exist in greatly diseased states; but to assert, that in 
the great majority of cases there is no adhesion, but simply 
incarceration.

Some of the cases of intestinal irritation were very severe ; 
often, doubtlessly, confounded with, and not readily distin- 
guished from, cases of puerperal fever. 

The morbid infection arose in this way. While making a 
post mortem examination, I was called to a labour. Intense 
irritation followed, and she narrowly escaped with her life. 

Only one case of uterine cellulitis is reported. Swelling of 
the left iliac region followed, and it was three months before 
the patient was quite well. A profuse discharge of pus sud- 
denly occurred from the vagina. 


Death occurred in nine cases.

Length of labour cannot be said to have induced these 
unfavourable results, as the mean duration was only eleven 
hours. In two cases, I was, without doubt, the unfortunate 
medium of morbid infection; and these two out of the nine 
may be considered as arising from preventable causes. 

The case of convulsions might and probably would have 
been prevented by timely interference; and the one from 
fright, cold, ete., by greater care. The remaining five were 
beyond human control, I think, in their prevention; and, I 
trust, in their cure. 

The list, as a whole, is sufficiently dark to demand a more 
vigilant attention to premonitory signs, and a more compre- 
hensive view than is usually taken of anticipatory treat- 
ment. 

Many curious and some instructive fragments remain to be 
considered; but I must now end. 

This is my essay in statistics, and I shall consider twice 
before I attempt a similar task. It is not what I wished. You 
must be content with the failing execution of good inten. 
tions. 

In the words of an able writer, I may conclude, longo inter- 
vallo|:—“ I must console myself with the reflection, that life is 
not Jong enough to do more than one’s best, whatever that 
may be; that they who are ever taking aim, make no hits; 
that they who never venture, never gain ; that to be ever safe, 
is to be ever feeble; and that to do some substantial good, is 
the recompense for much incidental imperfection.” -

THE BRITISH MEDICAL ASSOCIATION. 


In accordance with one of the laws of the Association, which 
provides that the JournaL shall contain, “ at least once in each 
year; a list of members of the Association,” a list of the mem- 
bers for the present year is published in this day’s number. 
The number of names amounts to 2,301, being 131 in excess 
of that which appeared in the Journat of July 24th, 1858. We 
have received also the names of nearly thirty gentlemen (of 
whom nine belong to the South Midland Branch, nine to Corn- 
wall, and five to Devon) who have been elected for the purpose 
of joining at the commencement of 1860; their names, how- 
ever, cannot properly appear in a list which is intended to shew 
the actual strength of the Association. 

The publication of the list affords an occasion for offering a 
few observations on the objects of the Association, and on the 
means by which these are sought to be carried out. 

Founded in 1832 by Sir Charles Hastings, under the name 
of the “ Provincial Medical and Surgical Association,” this body 
had placed before it, as its general objects, the advancement of 
medical science, and the maintenance of the honour and re- 
spectability of the profession generally in the provinces. The 
meatis by which it was endeavoured to carry out these objects 
were: the holding of annual meetings of the members in the 
principal towns; the publication of an annual volume of 
Transactions ; and the establishment, in a few years, of a 
JourRNAL as the official and scientific organ of the Association. 

There can be no question that, from the time of its first or- 
ganisation, the Provincial Medical and Surgical Association 
effected a great amount of good in the profession: and this it 
did, not more by its public acts than by its gradual operation 
in diffusing a healthy tone of professional feeling, and breaking 
down the barriers which separated the practitioner from his 
fellows in more distant parts, and even from his neighbours. It 

“gave the profession an opportunity of union, and of action un- 
fettered by the opposition or the supineness of any of the 
bodies to which they nominally belonged. 

There still was, however, something in the constitution of 
the Association which limited its utility. In the beginning of 
1853 (the Associution then numbering in its ranks many of the 
practitioners in the metropolis as well as in the country dis- 
tricts) the Journat, which had been published fortnightly in 
Worcester, under the name of the Provincial Medical and 
Surgical Journal, was enlarged in size and published weekly, 
in London, under the name of the Assocration MEpicaL 
JocrnaL. At the annual meeting held at Birmingham in 1856, 
it having been for some time strongly felt that the name of 
“ Provincial” was incompatible with the catholic character of 
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the Association, which sought to unite the whole body of legiti- 
mate practitioners in the kingdom, it was resolved that its title 
should thenceforth be the “ Brirrsh Mepican AssocraTion.” 
Changes in the laws were also made, by which the representa- 
tion in its council was equally, under certain conditions, distri- 
buted among the members. 

The British Mepricat Assocration is, as at present consti- 
tuted, a body essentially liberal in its organisation. It admits 
to its ranks all legally qualified practitioners of orthodox medi- 
cine in the kingdom, whatever be their conventional standing 
in the profession, or in their respective localities; and each 
member has, through the meetings or the Journar, an equak 
voice in the discussion of all subjects brought forward. Pro- 
fessional impropriety or misconduct alone can exclude any legally 
qualified practitioner from the privileges of membership. 

With the exception of its sphere of action being more com- 
prehensive, the primary objects of the Association are the same 
as those for which it was first formed. They are thus expressed 
in Law 2: 

“The objects of the Association are—the promotion of 
medical science, and the maintenance of the honour and 
interests of the medical profession.” 

The extent to which the Association, during the twenty-seven 
years of its existence, has promoted these objects, can be best 
understood by those who are acquainted with the state of the 
profession before its formation. Isolated from each other, the 
members of the medical body had no common centre of action, 
and their voice was powerless to influence the state, on any 
subject with which they were concerned ; and the opportunities 
of forming and renewing professional friendships, which should 
result in moral as well as in intellectual advantage, were few 
and rare. But now we can look back on the Association as. 
having brought into friendly contact many hundreds of profes- 
sional men who would otherwise, in all probability, have 
remained isolated from each other, and has thus tended 
greatly to the diffusion of that esprit de corps which ought to 
animate the members of a liberal profession, and which is in- 
dispensable to the carrying out of any object of importance, 
social, scientific, or political. 

From an early period of its existence, the important subject 
of medical reform engaged the earnest attention of the Asso- 
ciation. It took on itself the task of bringing the general 
wishes of the profession into a tangible form, and pressing 
them on the notice of the legislature. In this arduous duty it 
often met with what might have been felt as discouragement ; it 
persevered steadily, however, and it is gratifying to be able to 
reflect that the Medical Act of 1858 was mainly founded on 
principles adopted and actively supported by the Association, 
and that its maturation and passing were in great measure due 
to the activity of our body. It will be for the Association, in 
the time to come, to notice the operation of the Act, and to 
point out what may be required to render it more fitted for the 
regulation of the profession. 

Other matters of public and professional interest also come 
legitimately under the notice of the Association. Of these are, 
public vaccination; the sale of poisons; the treatment of 
medical officers in the public services; the means of securing 
to the profession a proper representation in parliament; etc. 
In regard to several of these, although the Association has pro- 
duced a certain amount of good, there is yet much to be done ; 
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and in each, and all of them, the Association, with the ad- 
ditional weight given to it by increased numbers, and with 
steady exertion, is the body on whom properly devolves the 
duty of obtaining such reforms as are required. 

In promoting the advancement of medical knowledge also, 
the Association has done good service; both by the reading 
and discussion of papers at its meetings, and through the pub- 
lication in the Journat and the Transactions, of numerous con- 
tributions of much value. 

The principal means by which the objects of the Association 
@re carried out, are the annual meetings, the formation of 
district branches, and the publication of a weekly JouRNAL, as 
an organ of communication between the members. 

The annual réunions of the Association are looked forward to 
and remembered with pleasure. At these, old friendships are 
Tenewed and confirmed; new ones are formed ; a healthy state 
of professional feeling is maintained; and the past proceedings 
of the Association are reviewed, and its future plan of action 
is decided on. 

A most important feature in the organisation of the Associa- 
tion is the formation of Branches, consisting of the members 
residing in the various districts. These Branches are spread 
over the greater part of England and Wales; and it would be 
highly conducive to the interests of the Parent body, if every 
part of the kingdom had its Branch. These Branches, although 
in general subordinate to the Parent Association, have their 
organisation and mode of action. The members of them meet 
at intervals varying from two months to one year; and the re- 
sult of their labours, in whatever direction, has been such as to 
materially promote the general objects of the Association, As 
a proof of the value attached to these bodies by the Associa- 
tion, the members belonging to them have alone the power of 
electing the representative Council. In speaking of the 
Branches, we would suggest that the formation of district 
societies or meetings within and subject to the larger Branches, 
as has been done in the South-Eastern Branch, would be of 
great utility to the Association. 


We have now to notice the position of the Jovrnar with re- 
spect to the Association. It should be distinctly understood 
that the publication of a journal is not the prime object of the 
Association. If it were so, it would probably be sufficient to 
publish a periodical monthly, or even quarterly. The Journan 
is one of the main instruments of carrying out the intentions of 
the Association ; and, in order that this duty may be performed 
with the greatest efficiency, it is published weekly. The 
JouRNAL holds the members in constant communication with 
each other. In its character as the reporter of the proceedings 
of the sections and individual members of the Association, it at 
once makes these known to the whole body; its pages are 
always ready to maintain the honour and interest of the 
medical profession and of its members; while it also aims 
at rendering its readers well informed on the progress of 
medical science. It is for the associates, as well as the 
editor, to constantly endeavour to increase the efficiency of 
the JouRNAL. 

The British MeEpicaL AssocIATION now numbers, as we 
have seen, two thousand three hundred members, including a 
large proportion of the physicians and surgeons of the various 
hospitals and infirmaries, But the numerical strength of the 





Association, great as it is, is not yet what it ought to be. The 

list ought to contain the name of every respectable practitioner 

in the kingdom. This is a thing to be rather hoped for than at 

once expected; but a great step towards it might be made, if 

those who have not yet joined the Association would only re- 

flect on the advantages that must arise from belonging to a 

body of their brethren always ready to encourage and co- 

operate with them in their labours, and to advise and support 

them on all occasions when oppressed by professional diffi- 

culties or by public injustice. And, indeed, since the British 

Medical Association is the only body which affords free scope 
for the exercise of that esprit de corps which ought to charac- 
terise our profession—since, on this ground, its sentiments are 
accepted by public bodies as the sentiments of the profession— 
it becomes the duty of every practitioner who has not yet 
joined its ranks to do so without delay, and thus to increase 
that power of which its past proceedings have given earnest. 
For the interest of medical science, also, every medical man 
should join the Association. The meetings of the Branches 
and the pages of the Journat furnish him with the means of 
acquiring and imparting professional information. 

Those who are already members, and who appreciate the ad- 
vantages of belonging to the British Medical Association, we 
would urge to use their individual exertions in procuring the 
adhesion of those who are yet outside our body. The present is 
especially a fitting time for operation, as the admission of a 
member always dates from the first day of January; and, if 
the influence of members were used as extensively as it 
should be used among their professional friends during the 
next six weeks, the coming year would open with the enrolment 
of a number of recruits greater than on any other occasion.

THE WEEK. 


Tue news columns of this day’s number contain a brief ab- 
stract of the proceedings at four trials which have recently 
taken place under the provisions of the Medical Act. In two 
instances, the parties had simply been practising—it may have 
been orthodox medicine—and using medical titles, without 
being registered ; in one case, the accused was a homeopathic 
practitioner, who grounded his pretensions on the possession 
of a diploma from an American homeopathic institution ; and 
the remaining case was that of an advertising herb-doctor, who 
also claimed his right to use a medical title as a member of a 
transatlantic “ Reformed College of Physicians”. In the former 
three cases, the defendants were convicted; and one of them 
was fined in the sum of £10, while the other two were each 
mulcted of the nominal penalty of forty shillings. In the case 
of the herb-doctor, tried at Bristol, the magistrates deferred 
their decision: but we hope that no leniency will be shewn to 
this individual, who is a member of the regular testimonial- 
advertising class, and has, as far as we can learn, a strong 
touch of the Kahn in his composition. In comparing these 
prosecutions, both with each other and those that have pre- 
ceded, there are two or three striking points to be observed. 
In the first place, the unfortunate decision of Mr. Jardine with 
regard to the validity of the Register, has given the cue to the 
defendants and their legal advisers to endeavour to impede or 
set aside the proceedings by frivolous objection to the publica- 
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tion, notwithstanding the express provision of the Act recognis- 
ing the authorised printed copy of the Register as evidence 
in all courts of law. We are glad to see, that the objection to 
the Register is, in by far the majority of instances, overruled 
by the magistrates. Next, it is very plain that every medical 
man who conducts @ prosecution against an unqualified practi- 
tioner must be prepared to submit to an unlimited amount of 
badgering and even abuse—even though he act in an official 
rather than in an individual capacity. Here is a specimen of 
the choice insinuations which were thrown at Dr. Chevallier, 
in one of the trials which we notice to-day. Dr. Chevallier is 
being cross-examined by the prisoner's legal adviser.. 

“ Witness. I came to Halesworth to look at the plate myself. 

“ Mr. Palmer. You,a physician, and in an extensive practice ! 

“ Witness. I considered it my duty. 

“Mr. Palmer. Your duty ! so you left your practice and your 
sera lay a common information. You! a graduate of the

Men in the position of Dr. Chevallier are performing a duty 
both to the profession and to the public. The profession thank 
them heartily for their courage in the performance of the duty; 
and the public will thank them, if not now, certainly in the 
next generation. 


We have before us in the Morning Post of November 7th, an 
analysis of the votes given by the professions of divinity, law, 
and medicine respectively, at the recent election of Lord 
Brougham as Chancellor of the University of Edinburgh. The 
numbers were as follows :— 


BROUGHAM. BUCCLEUCH. TOTAI. 
Lawyers - - 117 142 259 
Clergy é - wi 138 289 
Medical doctors and surgeons 153 47 200 


The votes of the medical electors had a special value in this 
contest. The Scotch lawyers are very conservative; hence 
it occurred that, while many of the members of the bar voted for 
Lord Brougham, a great majority of the writers to the signet 
gave their suffrages to the Duke of Buccleuch. With the 
clergy, the contest seems to have included a battle between the 
members of the established church on the one hand, and the 
combined forces of the free church and the dissenters on the 
other; the former, almost to a man, voting for the Duke 
of Buccleuch ; the latter, to a man, supporting Lord Brougham. 
Medical men are mixed up with all parties and classes; and 
hence their votes are taken as fairly representing public 
opinion. Of the two hundred medical members of council who 
voted, one hundred and fifty-three polled for Lord Brougham. 
The number of medical yotes appears small; but this is 
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explained by the fact that a Seotch medical degree does not 
qualify for a vote in an University, unless its holder has had 
four years resident university education. 


The first annual meeting of the General Medical Provident 
and Mutual Aid Association of France was held in Paris, on 
the 30th and 31st of October, under the presidency of M. 
Rayer. After an address by the President, the Secretary (M. 
Amédée Latour) read a long report on the organisation and 
progress of the Society, the number of members of which had 
reached 1557. There were also 1014 demands for admission 
under consideration ; so that it was expected that there would 
soon be more than 2500 members on the roll. The outlay of 
the Society, in consequence of necessary preliminary expendi- 
ture, had exceeded the income ; but the deficiency—above 4000 
francs, or £160—had been discharged by private generosity. 
We quote a few of the concluding words of M. Latour'’s address, 
feeling that they may be equally well applied to the British 
Medical Association, or to any similar body. 


“ T/Association a modifié, adouci les meurs professionelles ; 
par elle chacun a senti que la dignité de soi-méme fait la 
dignité de tous; par elle tout le monde a compris que, pour que 
la famille médicale fit une réalité, le respect pour tous ses

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LAWS OF THE BRITISH 


NAME. 

1. The Association shall be called “ Tue British Meprcat 
ASSOCIATION”, 

OBJECTS. 

_2. The objects of the Association are—the promotion of me- 
dical science, and the maintenance of the honour and interests 
of the medical profession. 

MEMBERS. 

3. The Association shall consist of Ordinary, Honorary, and 
Corresponding Members, being duly qualified members of the 
medical profession. 

COUNCIL AND OFFICERS. 
4. The Association shall be governed by a Council. The 
officers of the Association shall be— 
1, A President. 
2. Vice-Presidents. 
3. President of the Council. 
4, Treasurer. 
5. Secretary. 
PRESIDEXT. 

5. The office of President shall be conferred on some mem- 
ber resident in the district in which the Annual Meeting is 
held, in the year in which his presidency commences. 


. VICE-PRESIDENTS. 

6. The Vice-Presidents of the Association, who have been 

appointed after fulfilling the office of President, shall continue 

to enjoy the office for life; and the office of Vice-President 

shall be hereafter conferred, as an honorary distinction for 

life, on the retiring President, by a vote of the members at the 
Annual Meeting. 





MEDICAL ASSOCIATION. 


COUNCIL. 

7. The Council shall consist of the President, the President- 
elect, the President of Council, the Treasurer, and the Secre- 
tary of the Association, together with those members who shall 
be elected annually, according to Law 8. Its meetings shall 
be held at the time and place of the Annual Meeting, and at 
other times and places, if summoned by the President of the 
Council, or by the Committee of Council, or by a requisition 
signed by twenty members of Council. 

ELECTION AND DUTIES OF COUNCIL. 

8. Each District Branch shall, in such manner as they think 
fit, before the General Annual Meeting, elect members who 
shall represent the Branch in the Council for the ensuing year, 
according to the following scheme.—In a Branch consisting of 
not less than twenty members, one member shall be elected 
as representative, in addition to the Honorary Secretary. If 
the members amount to more than twenty, for every number 
of twenty additional members, each Branch shall be entitled 
to choose one additional representative. A complete list of the 
members thus chosen shall be sent to the Secretary at least 
a fortnight before the Annual Meeting, and they shall con- 
tinue in office till the close of the official year, when they 
may be either re-appointed or superseded. The duties of the 
Council shall be:—1. To agree upon a Report to be presented 
to the Annual General Meeting of the Association. 2. To 
nominate a President, to be submitted for election to the 
Annual Meeting. 3. To elect by voting papers ten members 
of the Council, who, together with the President of the Asso- 
ciation for the year, the President of Council, the Secretary 
of the Association, and one Secretary from each Branch, shall 
constitute the Committee of Council for the ensuing year. 
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4. To propose the place of meeting of the Association for the 
ensuing year. 5. To nominate gentlemen to read such ad- 
dresses as may be deemed expedient at the Annual Meeting 
of the ensuing year. 6. To determine the order of business 
of the General Meeting, so far as that is not determined by 
the laws relating to General Meetings. 


PRESIDENT OF THE COUNCIL. 

9. The President of the Council shall be, in the first in- 
stance, Sir Charles Hastings, permanently; and on any vacancy 
occurring, the President shall be elected by the Council at the 
Annual Meeting for a term of three years. 


TREASURER. 

10. The Treasurer shall be in the first instance Sir Charles 
Hastings, permanently; and, on any vacancy occurring, the 
Treasurer shall be elected at a General Meeting of the Asso- 
ciation, and shall hold his office during pleasure. 


SECRETARY. 

11. There shall be one paid Secretary, resident in some con- 
venient locality, so as to communicate readily with the Presi- 
dent of the Council and the Committee of Council. His duties 
shall be to be present at the meetings of the Association, of 
the Council, and of the Committee of Council; to record their 
minutes; to conduct the correspondence of the Association ; 
to superintend the collection of subscriptions, and the enforce- 
ment of the laws as regards those in arrear; and otherwise to 
obey the directions of the Council and Committee of Council. 
The Secretary shall be elected at an Annual or Special Meeting 
of the Association. The offices of Secretary and Editor of 
the Journat shall not be held by the same person. 


INTERIM OFFICERS. 

12. In the event of the death or resignation of any of the 
officers of the Association, the Committee of Council shall 
have power to appoint a successor in his stead; such appoint- 
ment, except in the case of the President, to be ad interim, and 
only till confirmed at an Annual or Special Meeting. 


COMMITTEE OF COUNCIL. 

13. The Committee of Council shall manage the affairs of 
the Association in the intervals between the general meetings; 
they shall meet not less than twice in the year, and shall be 
presided over by the President of the Council; or, in his ab- 
sence, by a Chairman appointed by the meeting. The Com- 
mittee of Council shall appoint the Editor of the Journat, 
who shall be responsible to them for its management; they 
shall direct any other publications of the Association, and 
shall take cognizance of any matter which may require imme- 
diate decision. Five members to be a quorum. The Secretary 
shall call a meeting of the Committee at any time on receiv- 
ing a requisition from five of its members, the object for 
which the meeting is called being specified. 


ADMISSION OF MEMBERS, 

14, Any qualified medical practitioner, not disqualified by 
any bye-law, who shall be recommended as eligible by any three 
members, shall be admitted a member at any time by the Com- 
mittee of Council, or by the Council of any Branch. 


SUBSCRIPTION. 

15. The subscription to the Association shall be One Guinea 
annually ; and each member on paying his subscription shall 
be entitled to receive the publications of the Association of 
the current year. The subscription shall date from the Ist 
January in each year, and shall be considered as due unless 
notice of withdrawal be given in writing to the Secretary on or 
before the 25th of December previous. If any member's sub- 
scription remain unpaid twelve months after it shall have be- 
come due, the publications of the Society shall be withheld 
from such member until his arrears be paid. 

16. The name of no member shall remain on the books of 
the Association, whose arrears extend over three years ; but the 
omission of the name from the list of members shall not be 
deemed, either in honour or equity, to relieve any member 
from his liability for the subscriptions due for the period 
during which he has availed himself of the privileges of mem- 
bership. 

EXPULSION OF MEMBERS. 

1%. If a member be accused of professional impropriety or 
misconduct, a majority of three-fourths of those present at an 
Annual or Special General Meeting may determine that the 
member offending be expelled from the Association; but no 
measure of this kind shall be adopted unless the accused shall 
have had two months notice of the charges to be brought 
against him,

HONORARY MEMBERS. 

18. Honorary Members may be elected by the general body, 
on the recommendation of the Council at an Annual Meeting; 
they shall be members of the medical profession, of scientific 
eminence, or who may have rendered some distinguished 
service to the Association. Gentlemen having these qualifi- 
cations, but residing in the colonies or in foreign countries, 
may be elected Corresponding Members. Honorary and Cor- 
responding Members shall not be entitled to any further pri- 
vilege than that of attendance at the meetings of the Associa- 
tion, and to the receipt by any such member of 
copies of any memoir or communication of his printed by the 
Association. 

ANNUAL MEETING. 

19. The Annual Meeting shall be held at a period to be 
fixed by the Committee of Council; the place of meeting being 
determined prospectively in each year by the vote of the Asso- 
ciation. At this meeting the Council shall present a Report, 
detailing the general state, proceedings, and pecuniary con- 
dition of the Association. One or more Addresses in Medicine 
or Surgery shall be read by gentlemen appointed to that 
office in the previous year. Cases and Communications on 
Medical subjects may be read, and general business shall be 
transacted in such order as the Council may determine. The 
order of business shall be regulated and announced, as far as 
possible, at the commencement of the meeting. 

SPECIAL MEETINGS. 

20. The Committee of Council shall have the power to call 
a Special General Meeting of the Association at any time; and 
they shall do so within four weeks after receiving a requisition 
to that effect, signed by at least fifty members. The notice 
calling the meeting shall state the objects for which the 
meeting is called, and no other business shall be transacted. 


NEW LAWS. 


21. Any member wishing to propose a new Law, or an alter- 
ation of an existing Law, must send notice to the Secretary at 
least two months previous to the Annual Meeting, and specify 
the change proposed. The Secretary shall immediately cause 
such notice to be published in the Journat, which publication 
shall be repeated three times at least, and it shall be announced 
in the Report of the Council. 


BENEVOLENT FUND. 

22. A Medical Benevolent Society, under such regulations 
as may be approved by the Council, shall be connected with 
the Association. It shall be called the “Benevolent Fund of 
the British Medical Association”. 


FINANCIAL REPORT. 

23. The Committee of Council shall annually prepare a 
statement of accounts up to the last day of each year, anda 
Report upon the financial condition of the Association, which 
shall be published in the Journat within the first three 
months of the year. The accounts shall be previously audited 
every year by two auditors appointed at the preceding Annual 
Meeting, and not holding any other office in the general 
Association. 

PUBLICATIONS. 

24. The Journat, under the title of the “ British Meprcat 
JOURNAL: BEING THE JOURNAL OF THE BriTisH Mepicat Asso- 
CIATION”, shall be published weekly in London, and shall be 
conducted by a paid Editor, who shall be responsible for all 
that appears in its pages, except such matter as may be 
printed by direction of the Council, and Committee of Council. 
The Journat shall contain papers on medical science; and 
shall be considered the medium of communication between the 
members of the Association. In it shall be inserted all inti- 
mations of places and times of meeting, whether of the Asso- 
ciation or the Branches; notices of motions, etc.; at least 
once in each year a list of the members of the Association; 
and any other Association business that the Council or Com- 
mittee of Council may direct. Transactions shall be published 
occasionally, if the funds of the Association permit. 

DISTRICT BRANCHES. 

25. For the purposes of self-government, and for wider 
diffusion of the benefits of the Association, the members shall 
be united into District Branches. Any number of members 
meeting together may form themselves into a Branch of the 
Association; but no Branch consisting of less than twenty 
members shall have the privilege of sending a representative 
to the Council. 
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26. The District Branches shall be free to govern themselves 
as their respective members shall think fit; but no Branch law 
shall be valid which in the opinion of the Committee of Council 
shall contravene any fundamental law of the Association. 

27. The District Branches shall each pay their own ex- 
penses.

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OBSTETRICAL SOCIETY OF LONDON. 
WEDNESDAY, NovEMBER 2ND, 1859. 
Epwarp Rigpy, M.D., President, in the Chair. 


TWENTY-EIGHT gentlemen were elected into the Society, and 
the names of thirteen were read as candidates for the Fel- 
lowship. 

A number of eminent obstetricians were proposed by the 
Council for election as Honorary Fellows, according to the 
bye-laws. They will be balloted for at the next meeting of 
the Society, in December. 

COMMUNICATIONS. 

A Case of Craniotomy, in which Delivery was readily effected 
by Turning, after Perforation, when Instrumental Extraction 
was found impossible, ete. By F.W. Mackenzie,M.D. The 
conjugate diameter, at the brim, was only two inches and three- 
eighths. As the woman had arrived at the full term of gesta- 
tion, it was thought necessary to perforate the cranium ; but 
all subsequent attempts at extraction by the crotchet and cra- 
niotomy forceps failed. Turning was, however, easily per- 
formed, and the child brought away. The mother died, appa- 
rently from exhaustion, a few hours afterwards. The paper 
concluded with the suggestion that turning should be had 
recourse to in all cases of craniotomy similar to the one 
detailed. 

A New Principle of Treatment and Apparatus for Vesico- 
Vaginal Fistula. By Rosert Battey, M.D., of Georgia, 
United States. The principle which the author proposes to in- 
troduce in the treatment of this affection, is moderate pressure 
upon the approximated edges of the fistula, with the object of 
so condensing the tissue as to make a watertight joint, through 
which it shall be impossible for the urine to flow. The appa- 
ratus is so constructed as to give a power over an obstinate 
fistula for its ready closure, not heretofore possessed by any of 
the appliances in use—a power, also, which may be usefully 
exerted for bringing down the uterus and vagina so as to render 
the fistula easily accessible. It is so constructed as to permit a 
full inspection of the edges of the fistula up to the last step of 
the operation, so that the operator may determine, by the eye, 
the exact coaptation of the edges. The compress and splint 
are combined in a simple leaden bar, which has a row of per- 
forations on one edge and notches on the other ; by this ar- 
rangement enabling the operator to avail himself of the ad- 
vantages above mentioned, 


ON THE STATISTICS OF MIDWIFERY, FROM THE RECORDS OF 
PRIVATE PRACTICE. BY ROBERT DUNN, ESQ. 

In this paper was comprised a summary view of the author's 
midwifery records for twenty years. He began by expressing 
his conviction that the records of private practice might be 
usefully and advantageously contrasted with the statistics of 
lying-in hospitals and public institutions ; and that, while his 
own experience could only be brought to bear upon the work- 
ing and middle classes of society, he hoped—seeing how im- 
portant was the influence which the different modes and habits of 
life had upon the parturient process—that other Fellows of the 
Society would not be wanting to supply the desiderata in rela- 
tion to the other grades and ranks of social life; not only to 
the highest, to those living in the lap of luxury, surrounded by 
the elegancies, and enjoying all the indulgences of life, but also 
to the lowest, to those sunk in the depths of indigence, igno- 
rance, and penury, and often without even the ordinary com- 
forts of life. The author considered that what had been said 
of statistics in relation to medicine in general, applied with 
peculiar force to obstetrics in particular ; for what we wanted 
in midwifery “were facts, comparable facts, numerous facts, 
well observed, carefully arranged, minutely classified, and 
acutely analysed.” 





From 1831 to 1850, a period of twenty years, he had regis- 
tered 4049 cases of midwifery as occurring in his practice. Of 
these, after deducting 228 for premature births, there were 
2,133 male, and 1,688 female children. In regard to plurality 
of infants, there were two cases of triplets, and forty-five of 
twins. He had met with three cases of monstrosity, one of which 
was worthy of notice, and had been put upon record in The 
Lancet for April 27th, 1844. It was that form of monstrosity 
which Dr. A. G. Otto has designated Monstrum humanum sereni- 
forme. He had met with one instance of the hydatidiform or 
vesicular mole, and several cases of cranial blood-swellings, 
three of hare-lip, four of cleft palate, three of spina bifida, and 
five of imperforate anus. In one of the last, Amussat’s opera- 
tion for artificial anus in the left lumbar region was attempteds 
but was not successful. The descending colon was found to be 
impervious, and not larger than a crow-quill. 

There were 170 still-born children in all, from various causes, 
and in 30 cases death was attributable to the pressure of the 
cranial bones upon the brain in tedious and difficult labours. 
There were 60 instances of preternatural presentations. Of 11 
cases in which there was a prolapsus of the funis, 8 were born 
dead; and of these, in 3 instances, the cord came down with 
the head, in 2 with the head and arm, in 1 with the foot, and 
in 2 with the shoulder. Of 25 breech presentations, 9 were 
still-born; and of these 5 were putrid. There were 3 face 
presentations, 1 child dead; 11 cases face to pubes; 2 head 
and arm, both dead: 3 hand, and 3 footling cases. 

In the use of the forceps the author confessed to have had 
but slender experience. Impressed with the importance of the 
maxim, that “a meddlesome midwifery is a bad midwifery,” 
he had always, in the absence of danger to the life of the 
mother, and when convinced in his own mind that the natural 
efforts would effect delivery, been content to wait, and had 
avoided instrumental interference. He had had ten cases of 
craniotomy ; two proved fatal to the mothers—oue from slough- 
ing of the bladder, the other from a tumour at the neck of the 
womb. Once satisfied that the child was dead, he had never 
hesitated to have recourse, without delay, to craniotomy. The 
use of the stethoscope, in such cases, he considered of para- 
mount importance. Of placenta previa, six cases had occurred 
in his practice: three since the promulgation of Dr. Simpson's 
views and mode of treatment. He gave a brief narrative of 
two of these : one as having presented evidence to his own mind 
that the detached portion of the placenta, from its appearance 
and condition, had afforded the channel through which the 
blood had gushed; and the other as being an instance of the 
instantaneous arrest of the hemorrhage as soon as the placenta 
had been entirely and completely separated from the uterus. 
He had met with thirty cases of adherent placenta requiring 
the introduction of the hand into the uterus; and four instances 
of the hour-glass contraction. He had witnessed two fatal 
cases from sheer exhaustion after delivery, where the hemor- 
rhage before the birth of the child had been great; and one 
fatal case of internal flooding. Other fatal cases of exhaustion 
he referred to, which were unconnected with the loss of blood. 

One interesting and instructive case had come under his notice, 
in which, while the mother lay in a state of coma from an apo- 
plectic seizure, and the phenomena of life were reduced to a 
mere series of automatic movements, a foetus of five or six 
months was expelled from the womb. Of twelve cases of puer- 
peral fever which had occurred, three were acute, and termi- 
nated fatally. In one of these, the placenta had been found 
adherent, with hour-glass contraction of the uterus, and great 
hemorrhage. In all, excepting where an hereditary tendency 
existed to mental disease, the loss of blood had been great. Of 
puerperal convulsions, he had met with four cases—none fatal ; 
of phlegmasia dolens, six, and two proved fatal; of scarlatina, 
three, and one died. 

Dr. Barnes made some brief observations on Mr. Dunn's 
treatment of his cases of placenta previa, to which Dr. 
Wa ter replied, as he had partly been responsible for their 
management. , 

Dr. Tanner remarked that the ruling law in Mr. Dunn's 
practice seemed to have been the old proverb that “ meddiesome 
midwifery is bad.” Dr. Tanner considered that this rule was 
the cause of a great deal of mischief. In practice, it was not 
only necessary to consider the life of the mother, but also to 
how great an extent we might beneficially mitigate her suffer- 
ings. A lingering labour could hardly be otherwise than in- 
jurious to both mother and child. Although his practice had been 
much smaller than Mr. Dunn’s, yet during the last twelve 
years he had employed the forceps much more frequently than 
this gentleman, and had obtained only the happiest results 
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from such a proceeding. He had never found the slightest 
mischief result from it, either to offspring or parent. 

Mr. Baxer Brows was glad to hear the opinion just ex- 
pressed by Dr. Tanner. In almost all the cases of vesico- 
vaginal fistula which had come under his care, this accident 
had happened from the long retention of the fetal head in the 
pelvis, giving rise to inflammation and sloughing. In reply to 
an observation from Dr. Graily Hewitt, that he had traeed 
cases of vesico-vaginal fistula to the improper use of instru- 
ments, Mr. Brown stated that he had only known of one such 
instance.

THE EMPLOYMENT OF MERCURY IN TRAUMATIC 
INFLAMMATION OF THE EYE.

Siz,—Your reporter has taken a much too limited view of my 
question. My aim was to get the expression of an opinion on 
the use of mercury in traumatic, in opposition to its use im (so- 
called) idiopathic inflammation. There is, I believe, an in- 
creasing conviction, that mercury is injurious in traumatic in- 
flammation, ophthalmie and general. “In traumatic inflam- 
mation of the eye, mercury is utterly useless,” says Mr. 
Critchett. Mr. Liston raised his voice against the use of 
mercury in traumatic inflammation. 

If your reporter will discourse practically on the use of 
mercury in traumatic inflammation in general, and im that of 
the eye in particular, in the same irable and unanswerable 
manner that Dr. Markham has done on the subject of 
pericarditis in your last number, he will confer a great benefit 
on practical medicine. 

There is no more profitable theme than this for a report in 
the British Mepicat JounnaL.

THE JOURNAL CONTROVERSY. 
Lerrer From A. B. STeetz, Esa. 


Si1r,—In this controversy, both parties appear to have lost 
sight of the most important feature in the discussion; namely, 
in what way the JouRNaL can be improved and rendered more 
useful and popular. I am therefore at issue with each party. 
Against the voluminous arguments of Mr. Dix, and his sup- 
porters, I distinctly maintain that the weekly Journat is 
essential to the suceess and progress of the Association; and, 
further, that it is a publieation which reflects mach credit upon 
its editor. 

On the other hand, I cannot agree with Sir J. Forbes and his 
followers, that it is worth some 50 per eent. more than we pay 
for it, or that it is equal in value or merit to the other weekly 
medical journals. There is, I believe, much room for improve- 
ment, and it is in no dissatisfied or contentious spirit, but with 
an earnest desire to see the organ of our Association progress 
and improve, that I venture to point owt what in my opinions 
are defects, requiring and admitting of a remedy. In the 
medical news department we are often deficient, and generally 
behind hand. Assoeiates who wish to be au courant with all 
that is passing in the medical world, eannot therefore rely upon 
their own JourNAL, but must have recourse to the Lancet or 
Medical Times and Gazette. 

As an illustration of this, I may state, that of the numerous 
prosecutions which have taken place sinee the passing of the 
Medical Act, but very few have been reported im our columns. 
The important case, Fitzpatrick versus Hallows, was made the 
subject of a leader; but no report_of the hearing was given. 
Last week a case was published at length in the Lancet, but 
did not appear in the Journat. This is not, I think, as it 
should be. The Medieal Act has been called the bill of the 
Association, and we ought certainly to be furnished with all 
intelligence connected with it. 

The reports of the medical societies in London frequently 
appear a week after they have been published im the other 
journals. This perhaps is not of great importance ; but it is 
yielding the palm to our competitors as caterers of early in- 
telligence. One more count completes my indictment. The 
editor's box should be clased against all letters which extend to 
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the unreasonable length of four columns and upwards. They 
are sheer waste of type and space; and if you, Mr. Editor, or 
the authors, suppose that one reader ina hundred has patience 
to wade through them, I believe youare much mistaken. 

The Journa has been accused (most unjustly as I conceive) 
of having brought the Association into debt. Our pecuniary 
diffieulties are, I believe, attributable to a more natural cause ; 
namely, our loose financial system.. As long as persons are 
permitted to enjoy the privileges of membership, and to receive 
the JourNnaL without being made to pay for either, so long may 
we expect to be behind hand in our cash account; and, 
without wishing to dishonour the fine feeling and high-minded 
generosity of those who volunteer to pay off our bad debt, I 
nevertheless regard it as unsound and unjust financial policy 
to tax those who pay their subscriptions regularly, in order to 
make up the deficiencies of defaulters. 

Let the future efforts of our controversial associates be 
directed towards maturing a plan for the improvement of our 
JouRNAL; and if more money be wanted to make it what it 
ought to be, viz., the leading medical journal of the day, let the 
case be fully and fairly stated; and confident I am that the ap- 
peal to our associates will not be made in vain.

THE MEDICAL ACT. 


Sir,—For the last thirty years or more, repeated efforts have 
been made to obtain a medical bill for the regulation of the 
profession, and the subversion of quackery. We have at length 
obtained an Act, but the fable “ Parturient montes: nascetur 
ridiculus mus,” was never more fully brought to pass. The 
Apotheearies’ Act of 1815 has lost its power to prosecute; the 
one just obtained has only power over men who assume titles 
they never possessed ; but the daring quack carries on his ne- 
farious pretensions with greater vigour than before. 

Then, again, a double qualification has of late years been 
considered indispensable to the duly qualified practitioner; 
now, however, there are men stepping into practice with only 
one qualification—they find it comparatively easy to obtain the 
higher qualification of surgeon, and thereby obtain a locus in 
the Registry; whilst, in several instances, they remain almost 
totally ignorant of the classics, chemistry, and the practice of 
medicine, and dare not stand before the court at Blackfriars. 
I could point out to you imstance upon instance of this kind, 
and I would ask, is it right and just that these pseudo-practi- 
tioners should take the charge of medical cases, as it were in 
the spirit of rivalry, over the more competent and duly quali- 
fied man. It is positively mischievous; but you will doubtless 
exclaim, such cannot recover in medical cases; and, on the 
other hand, the pure L.S.A. cannot recover any charge he may 
make in surgery. People, however, in their ignorance, employ 
the half qualified, and they pay him—nay, the quack himself 
does “ not lose his reward.” 

Moreover, the druggist prescribes as before, charges, and 
recovers. Beyond this, I know numbers who not only prescribe 
over the counter, but visit cases as regularly as the qualified 
man. 

Again, I agree with Mr. Griffin, there are scores of persons 
holding poor-law appointments having no qualification what- 
ever, or in some instances only a single one. Can this be just 
and right towards others, or the poor themselves ? 

Once more; the L.S.A. appears to be sorely offended because, 
by the new medical Act, he is deprived of an assumed title— 
and here it is the Act becomes useful. I tell the L.S.A. he is 
no more a surgeon than I was before I obtained my diploma 
in Lincoln’s-Inn-Fields. His certificate distinctly states “ he 
is duly qualified to practise as an apothecary.” Let him read 
again. Apothecary he is until he obtains a higher title. To 
style himself “ surgeon,” minus a diploma, he might as well 
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place a brass plate on his door, having upon it “ Doctor A,” or 
“ Doctor B.” No,no! I practised several years as L.S.A.; but 
subsequently passed my examination, with eight others, at the 
College of Surgeons, and thus became Surcron. To those 
who feel aggrieved at being stripped of their false plume, I 
would gently say, “ Go, and do likewise;” but it is not likely 
the court will grant their diploma without an examination of 
the candidate, nor would it be just to the public at large, or 
to the members as a body. Iam,etc, Berra.

PUBLIC VACCINATION. 

Smr,—I do not think that the present arrangement about 
vaccination works well, nor do I think it just to more than half 
the medical men. 

Some persons of respectable appearance avail themselves of 
the Act, and get their children vaccinated by the parish doctor. 
Their next door neighbour, perhaps, would not allow their 
children, on any account, to come under his hands, but they do 
not see why they should pay for having their children vac- 
cinated, when so and so gets it done for nothing. So, between 
their dislike to the parish doctor, and the objection of paying 
their own, the children are not vaccinated at all. 

Again, some who are not patients of the parish doctor do 
have their children vaccinated by him; and that is the thin 
edge of a wedge to split off the former medical attendant. The 
doctor vaccinates; calls to see the child ; recommends a little 
medicine ; calls to see the effect; the mother, it may be, 
having the doctor in the house, says, that “ Mary Ann is not 
very well; now you are here, Mr. B., you may just as well say 
what you think of her.” Mr. B. thinks Mary Ann not well, 
but that a little medicine will put her right; he sends it, and, 
by following it up, gets the family altogether. 

The plan I would recommend is this. Let the registrar leave 
an order with the parents to have the child vaccinated by a 
registered practitioner before a certain date. The medical man 
who vaccinates the child will take that order (with as many 
more as he can get), and at the end of three months send them 
to the registrar for payment. The registrar will present them 
to the Board of Guardians, and get the money, with the usual 
three pence for collecting. The medical man would give the 
parents a certificate of successful vaccination.

MEDICAL TITLES. 

Sir,—I was much amused and instructed last week by the 
letter from a “Surgeon and Apothecary,” which appeared in 
your JournaL, regarding the medical titles and their meaning, 
as applied to the new Medical Act; and I agree with your 
correspondent in thinking that it would be far more creditable 
to individuals of the medical profession to endeavour to 
uproot the real enemies of it, than to interfere with each other, 
who really possess qualifications, as in the case of “ Fitzpatrick 
versus Hallows.” I presume that, according to the strict inter- 
pretation of the law, an M.R.C.S. can only claim for attendance 
in surgical cases ; the proportion of which, in general practice, 
would be very few; and that from his surgery he cannot pre- 
scribe legally for any medical case whatever. An L.A.C. has 
the right of prescribing for medical and general cases, with 
midwifery, and its consequences; although, in fact, he cannot, 
it appears, append the dignity of surgeon on his door; yet, 
without it, he acts in every medical and surgicalcapacity. Can 


the new act, or any other act, affect him in so doing? if so, ©

If so, what will become of some of 
the leading surgeons of the day, and many other honourable 
members of the profession? Should it be the habit of the 
medical associations to pry into the qualifications of registered 
practitioners, I consider that the new Act in many cases will ,

prove a curse instead of a benefit to the profession, and defeat 
the object for which it was intended. The Medical Act of 
1815 was not retrospective, neither would it be just towards 
any legally qualified practitioner that the present one should 
be.

PROSECUTIONS UNDER THE MEDICAL ACT. 
SEVERAL prosecutions have within the last few days taken 
place in the country, of persons who have been practising in 
contravention of the Medical Act. 

At the Halesworth Petty Sessions, an action was brought by 
Dr. Chevallier, Honorary Secretary of the Ipswich Registration 
Association, against Frederick Woodcock Pedgrift, for having, 
on the 5th of August last, wilfully and falsely pretended to be a 
general practitioner and a surgeon. It was proved by the evi- 
dence of two persons—one a member and the other the agent 
of a club called the “ Rational Sick and Burial Association’— 
that Mr. Pedgrift had attended the former as a medical practi- 
tioner, giving him medicine for what he described as “ a stop- 
page of water and an abscess in the kidney”. The charge of 

retending to be a surgeon was supported by the evidence 0 

r. Chevallier, who stated that he had visited Halesworth on 
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October 12th, and had observed a plate with the name of Mr- 
Pedgrift, and Mr. Irwin, surgeon, accoucheur, ete. The plate 
was enclosed in one frame. He would have, as a stranger, 
taken Mr. Pedgrift to be a medical man. In answer to a ques- 
tion from the counsel for the defence, Dr. Chevallier said he 
had come to Halesworth to look at the plate, for the purpose 
of assisting the Registrar, and to avoid the idea that the prose- 
cution was a personal matter with the medical men of the 
vicinity. The bench of magistrates adjudged the defendent 
to pay a penalty of £10 in each case, with costs. An application 
ed a case was made by the defendant’s counsel, but was re- 
used. 

At the Bristol Police Court, on October 29th, Thomas 
Airey, of Castle Street, Bristol, was charged with using the 
name and title of “ Doctor”, and affixing the letters M.R.C.S. 
and M.R.C.P. to his name. A labourer named Higgins de- 
posed that he had observed in the defendant’s window, “ Dr. 
Airey—Advice gratis”, and over the door “ M.R.C.S.” and 
“M.R.C.P.”; that, on inquiring for ‘‘ Surgeon Airey”, the de- 
fendant had answered to that designation ; that the defendant 
examined him, and gave him medicine, which “ nearly burned 
his inside out’; and that he had heard the defendant (who, it 
appears, delivers lectures of some kind) state that he was a 
qualified practitioner. Confirmatory evidence was given by Dr. 
Parsons of Bristol, and by a person named Slee. Dr. Parsons 
produced the Medical Register. The legal defender of Airey 
argued at some length in favour of the defendant, by alleging 
that he at no time whatever represented himself to be a mem- 
ber of the Royal College of Surgeons; for he had made it 
known to the public, both in his handbills and in the news- 
paper advertisements, that he was not registered in England. 
The diplomas which had been produced conclusively showed 
he was in a position to act as a doctor; and the initials 
M.R.C.S. referred to his being a Member of the Reformed Col- 
lege of Surgeons, as the diplomas showed; of course there was 
nothing royal in America. He then cited a case from the 
Lancet in reference to the official register, where, in Lincoln- 
shire, it was held, upon the authority of Mr. Jardine of London, 
the register was not correct, inasmuch as there were appendices 
published, according to the evidence of Dr. Parsons. More- 
over, this information could not be sustained; for foreigners 
were permitted to practise in this country. In conclusion, the 
learned counsel called attention to the fact that, as far back as 
August last, the defendant had actually made application to be 
registered, and the application was still under consideration. 
The Bench deferred judgment. 

On October 31st, two cases were tried before the magistrates 
at Oldham. The first case was that of William Smith, a 
homeopathic practitioner, charged on the information of Dr. 
Armitage, secretary to the Oldham District Medical Registra- 
tion Association, with having, on October 22nd, wilfully and 
falsely taken the name and title of a doctor of medicine. The 
defendant, it seems, has a degree from “The Pennsylvania 
College of Homeopathic Medicine, Philadelphia.” It was 
proved by the testimony of a woman named Butler, that he had 
given her medicine, and had signed a medical certificate for 
her, as she belonged to aclub. An attempt was made by the 
defendant to set aside the Register, when produced in evidence, 
on the grounds that, having been published in July, it 
could not be the Register which was ordered by the Medical 
Act to be published in January ; and that it was not a correct 
register. The defendant represented that he had applied to be 
registered under a foreign qualification, and that there had not 
been time for the Medical Council to examine this. He moved 
for an adjournment, to prove that he had done everything he 
could to get registered, and to show that the prosecution he 
was subjected to was persecution, that it was trumpery and 
hasty. ‘The undue haste which had been shown on the part of 
his prosecutors to get him stated to be an unqualified practi- 
tioner before the council had decided on his case, was a side 
blow at him. He wished to show that the annoyance he was 
subjected to arose from the position he had attained as an 
homeopathic practitioner. 

A similar charge was brought against Joseph Staveacre, of 
Oldham. It was proved that he had filled up a printed form of 
a sick certificate for a member of a “ Village School Sick and 
Benefit Society ;” and that he had on his door a plate denoting 
that he was a surgeon. It was pleaded that, whether pos- 
sessing a diploma or not, he had been well educated, having 
attended lectures on medicine; and objection was taken, as in 
the former case, to the printed copy of the Register. The pre- 
siding magistrate said the object of the Medical Act of 1858 
was to enable people to distinguish between qualified and un- 





qualified persons. William Smith had been summoned under 
the 40th section, for having “ wilfully and falsely pretended to 
be, and taken and used, the title of doctor of medicine,” 
thereby implying that he was registered under the act of 
1858, whereby he had subjected himself to a penalty not ex- 
ceeding £20. The bench were unanimously of opinion that 
the case had been clearly proved against him; and they 
therefore inflicted the nominal penalty of 40s. and costs, as it 
was the first offence. In the case of Joseph Staveacre, the 
bench were also of opinion that the case was proved, and they 
regretted to see that a practitioner who had acquired a position 
in the town for so many years, should have made himself 
liable to the law, but having a regard to their duty, they in- 
flicted on him a penalty of 40s. and costs. Mr. Ponsonby 
said, in any future cases, the Medical Association would press 
for the highest penalty. 

Mr. Holker (the legal adviser of Staveacre), asked for a case 
for the Queen’s Bench, but subsequently the fines and costs 
were paid in both instances.
